1 . LABOR MINISTER GENERAL LIENDO HAS INFORMED 
AMBASSADOR OF HIS INTENTION TO ATTEND THE 
NONALIGNED CONFERENCE OF LABOR MINISTERS IN 
TUNIS (WHICH HE DESCRIBED AS AN EMPLOYMENT 
CONFERENCE) AND FROM THERE TO PROCEED TO GENEVA 
FOR THE NEXT MEETING OF THE ILO GOVERNING BODY. 

2. LIENDO STATED THAT THE GOA VIEWED WITH 
CONCERN THE DEPARTURE OF ONE OF THE WORLD'S 
TWO SUPERPOWERS FROM THE ILO. WHILE AN EFFORT 
WAS BEING MADE WITHIN THE ILO TO ADJUST TO THE 
DEPARTURE OF THE US, IT WAS ONLY A MATTER OF 
TIME BEFORE THAT BODY'S EQUILIBRIUM WOULD BE 
UPSET AND THE SOVIET UNION WOULD COME TO 
DOMINATE IT OUTRIGHT.

4. STATING THAT HE PLANNED TO DEPART BUENOS AIRES FOR 
TUNIS IN THE AFTERNOON OF APRIL 21, LIENDO SAID IT WOULD

BEFORE HE UNDERTOOK HIS INITIATIVE AT GENEVA. AMBASSADOR
